Mudslinging is main issue in 
Taiwan’s presidential election

TAIPEI, Taiwan — Mobsters, mis- 
tresses, treachery and pornography — 
the mud is flying as Taiwan’s presi- 
dential race enters its final leg. 

While voters in Saturday’s election 
are preoccupied with the economy 
and with China’s threatening war 
games, rival camps are out to discred- 
it each other with lurid stories spread 
through TV, fax, mail and whispers. 

Even Chen Li-an, a devout Buddhist 
seen as the Mr. Clean of the cam- 
paign, has been targeted with rumors 
that he had an affair with a woman 
who used to teach him Buddhist 
scriptures. He denies it. 

Taiwan’s democracy is less than a 
decade old. It’s young, robust, and not 
always pretty, as evidenced by the 
frequent brawls on the floor of its leg- 
islature. Some fear the campaign may 
do the democracy in at an early age. 

“This smear campaign could lead to 
a collapse of confidence in multiparty 
politics,’ warned Rong Chi-ping, a 
spokesman for Chen. 

The competing camps are vying 
fiercely for the undecided vote, which 
the latest poll indicates makes up 
more than 40 percent of the elec- 
torate. Taiwan’s voters are also sick 
of rampant corruption, and are mak- 
ing character an important issue in the 
campaign. As candidates try to make 
themselves look cleaner by making 
their competition look dirty, no one is 


being spared. 

Opposition candidate Peng Ming- 
min claims the ruling Nationalist 
Party is spreading rumors that gang- 
sters cut off his arm in a gambling 
dispute. Peng lost his left arm during 
an Allied bombing raid in World War 
II. The brunt of the smear tactics 
seem to be focused on the Nationalist 
Party’s leader, President Lee Teng- 
hui. 

An opposition candidate is airing 
cable TV commercials claiming that 
Lee was once a Communist, and that 
he turned in his comrades when he 
was caught. Lee’s office denies the 
allegations and is demanding that the 
commercials be withdrawn. 

Lee’s office is also outraged by fake 
biographies of the president being 
faxed to businesses. They claim he is 
adopted and that his real father was a 
Japanese police officer, neither of 
which is true. 

In addition, Lee aides say thousands 
of households in southern Taiwan 
received campaign literature, purport- 
edly from Lee, that included photos of 
nude women. 

“This is dirty tactics,” said Lee aide 
Lee Fu-hsin. “Whichever candidate is 
doing it, he wants voters to believe 
that we offer pornography to win 
VGles. 

Lee is almost certain to win, but he 
wants to make sure he gets more than 
50 percent of the vote to strengthen 
his hand in dealing with China.

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Staged flood to restore 
Grand Canyon’s past

PHOENIX — After 33 years of 
wreaking havoc on the Grand 
Canyon, the government wants to 
make amends. So it’s staging a flood. 

The four 8-foot-wide jet tubes at 
Glen Canyon Dam will be opened on 
Tuesday, sending water rushing into 
the Colorado River and through the 
Grand Canyon at a rate fast enough to 
fill Chicago’s Sears Tower in 17 min- 
utes. 

The purpose is to restore the Grand 
Canyon beaches and wildlife that 
have vanished because of microman- 
agement of the flow of water through 
the dam. 

Nothing will return the canyon to its 
pristine pre-dam days, and the effects 
of the week-long flood may well be 
temporary. But when the experiment 
is Over, scientists might get a better 
understanding of how much water to 
release, and at what time of day, to 
help protect the environment. 

The flood is a departure for the gov- 
ernment, which has manipulated the 
flow to suit the needs of power com- 
panies for most of the past three 
decades. 

“This event is our first attempt to 
operate the dam for environmental 
purposes,” said David Wegner, pro- 
gram manager for the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation, the government’s dam- 
managing agency. 

Three million people in Arizona, 


New Mexico, Nevada, Utah, 
Colorado and Wyoming rely on the 
dam for power. The dam also pro- 
vides drinking water for about 15 mil- 
lion people in those states, along with 
California and Mexico. 

Since the dam was built in 1963, the 
river’s every fluctuation, its color, its 
temperature, its beaches and even the 
fish have been meticulously managed. 
As a result, the river has evolved into 
something nature never intended. 

Originally a warm, muddy red river, 
the Colorado now runs cold and clear 
green, its sediment left behind the 
dam in Lake Powell. Cold water has 
turned the area below the dam into 
one of the nation’s premiere fishing 
spots for rainbow trout, a breed exotic 
to the area. Cottonwood trees, also 
foreign, have popped up in the 
canyon. 

Until the mid-1980s, water was 
released in a torrent in the morning as 
power customers flicked on their 
lights, and was reduced to a trickle at 
night. 

But environmentalists insisted that 
the canyon needs free-flowing water; 
no nutrient-rich sediment means no 
beaches and no plants for some 
endangered animals. And river guides 
complained that the unnatural releases 
of water made their jobs dangerous

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House rejects 
bill placing 
limits on legal 
immigration 


WASHINGTON — The House 
rejected new limits on legal immigra- 
tion Thursday, narrowing the most 
significant immigrant bill in a decade 
to a get-tough-on-illegals measure. 

Supported by the Clinton adminis- 
tration, the move to delete most of the 
bill’s restrictions on legal immigra- 
tion was approved by a 238-183 vote. 

The portions of the bill left intact 
would add 5,000 Border Patrol agents 
over five years; crack down on smug- 
glers of aliens, document forgers and 
illegal aliens who overstay temporary 
visas; bar members of foreign terror- 
ist organizations and set up an 800- 
number in five states that employers 
could call to check whether job 
hunters were eligible to work in the 
United States. 

“Eight out of 10 Americans polled 
say, ‘Deal with the problem of illegal 
immigration before you touch legal 
immigration,’” said Rep. Howard 
Berman, D-Calif., who co-sponsored 
the amendment deleting the restric- 
tions on legal immigrants. 

“It is fundamentally wrong to take 
the justifiable anger about our failure 
to deal with the issue of illegal immi- 
gration and piggyback on top of that 
anger a drastic ... cut in permanent 
legal immigration, a cause and a force 
that has been good for this country,” 
he said. On the other side was Rep. 
Lamar Smith, R-Texas, the bill’s 
chief author, who said the amend- 
ment “hurts American families and 
workers.” 

“A fundamental problem in our cur- 
rent immigration system is that more 
than 80 percent of all legal immi- 
grants are now admitted without ref- 
erence to their skills and education,” 
said Smith, who chairs the Judiciary 
Committee’s immigration panel. 

Thirty-seven percent of recent 
immigrants lack a high school educa- 
tion, he said, adding, “Experts agree 
that this surplus of unskilled immi- 
grants hurts those Americans who can 
least afford it, those at the lowest end 
of the economic ladder.” 

The proposed limits would have cut 
legal immigration from the 800,000- 
per-year level to about 700,000 a year 
for the next five years and to 560,000 
after that. 

Also deleted were provisions that 
would have made more visas avail- 
able for spouses and minor children 
of legal U.S. residents while ending 
the program that allows those resi- 
dents to bring siblings and most adult 
children into the country. 

“In the interest of families and 
keeping families together, our amend- 
ment will restore the current defini- 
tion of ‘family’ to include spouses, 
children, parents and siblings,” said 
Rep. Dick Chrysler, R-Mich. 

Rep. Bill McCollum, R-Fla., argu- 
ing to keep the changes in the bill, 
said: “The current immigration sys- 
tem is imbalanced, out of whack, and 
we need to change it.” 

“Why should just being a relative be 
the prime reason you get to come 
here?” he asked.

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N.J. senator battles Utah Wilderness plan 


SALT LAKE CITY — New Jersey Sen. Bill Bradley is so opposed to a Utah 
Wilderness plan roundly criticized by environmentalists that he may ultimately 
seek to scuttle an omnibus parks bill containing it. 

The 1.8 million-acre proposal drafted by Utah’s Republican-dominated con- 
grtéssional delegation is expected to come up for debate as early as Monday. 
Environmentalists are opposed to the plan, which falls far short of a 5.7 mil- 
lion-acre proposal they favor. 

Bradley, a Democrat who is not seeking re-election, wants the Utah wilder- 
ness proposal stripped from the parks bill. If it is not, he will try to kill the bill 
— even though that would also affect plans to protect the Sterling Forest along 
the New York-New Jersey border. 

‘Bradley aide Dan Maffei said Wednesday that his boss “has deep objections to 
the Utah wilderness bill. He won’t be forced into this giant log roll, even if it 
means giving up Sterling Forest.” 

Bradley and Utah’s Republicans in Congress have been holding each other’s 
proposals hostage for weeks, each not allowing the bill of the other to proceed. 


GM, union reach settlement to end strike 


DAYTON, Ohio — General Motors Corp. and the United Auto Workers 
reached a settlement Thursday in a 17-day brake-factory strike that idled more 
than 177,000 employees and brought the world’s No. | automaker to a near 
standstill. 

The strike by a single union local at two Dayton factories had forced GM to 
shut-down 26 of its 29 North American assembly plants and 18 parts plants in 
the’ United States, Canada and Mexico. It also halted work at countless indepen- 
dent’suppliers and hurt companies such as restaurants that depend on the 
autoworkers. 

The walkout is the longest strike against GM in 26 years. 

Details of the agreement were not released. A ratification vote by the 2,700 
striking workers was set for Friday. 


Senate passes liability bill; veto promised 


WASHINGTON — In the face of a promised veto, the Senate passed land- 
mark legislation Thursday that would limit damage awards in faulty-product 
lawsuits. President Clinton said he still hoped to work out a compromise. 

“The Senate approved, 59-40, the legal overhaul legislation pushed by business 
groups. It now goes to the House, which last year passed a far more sweeping 
package affecting all civil litigation. 

Senate passage was a victory for Senate Majority Leader Bob Dole, but the 59 
votes garnered by the bill were far from the 67 needed to override Clinton’s 
veto. The administration opposes ceilings on punitive damage awards. 

Under the measure, juries hearing faulty-products cases could grant a maxi- 
mum punitive damage award of twice a claimant’s compensatory damages — 
economic losses and pain and suffering payments — or $250,000, whichever is 
larger.

and wildlife. 

“Tt was crazy. You'd have this totally 
schizophrenic river,’ said Brad 
Dimock, who has led wooden boats 
through the Grand Canyon since 
1971. “The boat would get beached, 
or the river would wash away the boat 
and the camp kitchen if you weren’t 
careful.” 

For about 10 years now, the govern- 
ment has toyed with water levels, 
hoping to find the right mix to keep 
everyone happy. 

But the power companies claim the 
fluctuations during the past decade 
have cost them as much as $100 mil- 
lion. 

And some of those costs, they say, 
are passed on to ratepayers. 

“All over the West we’re seeing a 
move to re-operate dams for environ- 
mental purposes,” said Joe Hunter, 
executive director of the Colorado 
River Energy Distributors 
Association. “An economist would 
argue that someone else is getting the 
benefits in terms of protecting the 
Grand Canyon ... yet we’re still pay- 
ing the mortgage.” 

There has been only scattered oppo- 
sition to the artificial flood, some 
from river guides who fear the loss of 
favorite beaches and some from peo- 
ple concerned about the fishing 
prospects. 

Hunter’s group thinks the flood will 
cost members $2 million to $5 mil- 
lion. 

But he and most of his colleagues 
welcome the experiment, saying it 
will end debate over how fluctuations 
affect the canyon. |

Sorensen also mentioned the exten- 
sive clinical work in the nursing pro- 
gram which adds extra responsibili- 
ties to the roles of the associate deans. 

Despite the threat of losing her posi- 
tion in the college, Sorensen did not 
find fault with the Self-Study or the 
committee. 

“It’s almost impossible for an out- 
side committee to get an accurate rep- 
resentation of each college. It is a 
monumental task and by and large, 
they did a fine job,” Sorensen said. 

Linda Stevens, supervisor of the 
advisement center in the College of 
Nursing, agrees with Sorensen that 
each associate dean is vital in the 
department. What she is concerned 
with, however, is the possibility of a 
reorganization of the advisement cen- 
ters at BYU. 

According to Stevens, there has 
been a suggestion that the academic 
advisement system, which has a spe- 
cific advisor within each college, is 
“outdated.” Stevens strongly disagrees 
with this idea. 

“Our model (at BYU) is held up as 
being outstanding for having individ- 
ual advisement centers in each col- 
lege. This keeps the advisors close to 
the colleges so a humanities advisor 
doesn’t advise a nursing student,” she 
explained. Stevens said BYU has 
been recognized nationally for this 
advisement system.

In addition to these reductions, the 
Self-Study recommended that one 
full-time equivalent be transferred 
from the law school faculty to the law 
library, creating a net loss of two 
FTEs from the law school faculty. 

H. Reese Hansen, dean of the law 
school, agrees with Fleming that the 
proposed FTE reductions are contrary 
to the best interests of the school. 

“We take the position that both loss- 
es will negatively affect the law 
school,’ Hansen said. He also dis- 
agreed with the recommendation to 
restrict the number of students in the 
school. 

“We have many more qualified stu- 
dents that we can now accommodate. 
We are given hundreds we have to 
turn away; having a reduction doesn’t 
make sense,” he explained. 

Hansen said he would not recom- 
mend increasing the student size, but 
he would increase the number of fac- 
ulty and keep the student body rela- 
tively the same size. 

However, what is viewed as a loss to 
some comes as a welcome relief to 
others. 

Associate Law Librarian Gary Hill 
is anxious for the FTE transfer but 
doesn’t want to get his hopes up. 

“There is no question we could use 
another FTE,” Hill said, noting that 
the ratio of volumes (books) to faculty 
in the law library is one of the lowest 
in the country. 

The recent expansion of the Law 
Library will make room for books 
cramped in the current library.

The College of Humanities is 
happy with the Strategic Plan- 
ning/Self-Study Committee’s 
comments about it in general but 
feel that some important issues 
still need to be addressed. 

“We talked about the Summer 
Language Institute that was sug- 
gested in the Self-Study and we 
reacted positively to it,” said 
Randall L. Jones, dean of the 
College of Humanities. “The 
suggestion was to enlarge it and 
open it to undergraduate studies, 
and we made a very strong case 
for the growth of the program.” 

Some of the major recommen- 
dations made by the Self-Study 
for the College of Humanities 
include creating a new depart- 
ment within the college, allotting 
more money to enhance the 
Reading/Writing Center for for- 
eign languages, and changing the 
current Summer Language 
Institute program to include stu- 
dents. 

The new department would be 
created by separating the human- 
ities and comparative literature 
disciplines from the classics dis- 
cipline, and merging them with 
art history, from the visual arts 
department. 

“The first thing we talked about 
in the response is the fact that we 
didn’t think that they addressed 
our need for space sufficiently,” 
Jones said. “We think that they 
need to build a new building for 
our college.” 

The study agreed with the col- 
lege’s suggestion for a doctoral 
program for Applied Linguistics, 
Jones said. “They approved it but 
with only one FTE (full-time 
employee equivalent), and we 
felt we should have two.” 

The Self-Study committee also 
recommended a base change in 
the college budget that would 
allot $45,000 for the current 
computer forcign language class- 
room and $80,000 for a second 
computer classroom. Jones said 
these recommendations are a 
major step forward. 

Concerning the Summer 
Language Institute, the study 
states: 

“The second idea was the cre- 
ation of a Summer Language 
Institute that would offer courses 
in a wide array of languages 
designed specifically to solidify 
the language abilities for those 
who have returned from missions 
or who have had other, compara- 
ble, foreign language experi- 
ences, but who do not intend to 
major or minor in a language or 
who have language skills in one 
of the less commonly taught lan- 
guages. 

“With regard to the less com- 
monly taught languages in partic- 
ular, it would probably be easier 
to bring specialists in these lan- 
guages to a two-month intensive 
program and to attract a critical 
mass of students once a year (or 
as often in a summer program as 
warranted) than to try to offer 
courses in these languages as 
part of the university’s regular 
curriculum.”

College of Education willing: 
to accept study’s suggestions

“We are ready to move forward,” 
sums up statements from Dean of 
Education Robert Patterson concern- 
ing how his college is processing rec- 
ommendations of the Strategic 
Planning/Self-Study committee. 

“My reasoning is partly that I am in 
concurrence with many of the recom- 
mendations and partly on my personal 
philosophy,” he said. “That’s not to 
say that (the recommendations) are 
ideal, but it is the process with which 
I am in concurrence.” 

In the official response from the 
College of Education to the adminis- 
tration concerning the Self-Study rec- 
ommendations, the college listed 
points in the study with which the col- 
lege strongly agreed. They included 
the proposals to change the name of 
the college to the David O. McKay 
School of Education, to create a 
Center of Pedagogy and to reconfig- 
ure the departments with the new 
School of Education. 

The response also said the college 
was in concurrence in creating a uni- 
versity-wide committee to coordinate 
teacher education programs and to 
require that the arts and sciences 
ents cons ilt with the Dean of 
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Education when hiring faculty who 
will be participating in teacher certifi- 
cation programs. 

The Center of Pedagogy, in particu- 
lar, was recommended by the report to 
be sent to the board of trustees for 
approval immediately because of sup- 
port it has received from outside of 
the department. 

“Although undoubtedly a number of 
individuals in all three arenas (teacher 
educators, arts and sciences faculty 
and school personnel) do not under- 
stand either the need for change or the 
recommendations, the level of support 
from others is sufficiently strong to 
endorse action in accord with the rec- 
ommendations,” the report said. 

The college disagreed with the 
study’s recommendation to eliminate 
the Educational Psychology Center. 

“This center serves more than the 
needs of counseling; it serves special 
education students as well,” the report 
said. 

The report also said that the space 
allocated for the center should not be 
given to the Counseling and 
Development Center, as was recom- 
mended in the Self-Study. The college 
will need the space to house the new 
Center of Pedagogy and new faculty 
for Early Childhood Education and 
Counseling. 
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The response pointed out that the* 
name of the college should not be= 
changed until the departments within™ 
the college have been decided. The 


report also said the college will need 


more full-time faculty slots than rec~ 
ommended in the Self-Study. 

In conclusion, the report said, “We 
wish to state an appropriate and fair 
case for the college and for teacher 
education, but we are willing to work 
within whatever administrative, orga~ 
nizational and budgetary framework 
we are given.” 

Patterson, although he admitted ‘he 
had reservations about the Self-Study:: 
when it was first introduced to alloof 
the college deans in a day conference, 
said he believes the Self-Study is ben: 
eficial to the university. 

“Whatever is the growth from this 
process, that is what we are willing to 
work with,” he said.

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Study Abroad fears consolidation recommendation

The Self-Study recommends that the Study Abroad 
Program be put in a category with all other off-campus 
programs due to the similar nature of the programs. 

The six off-campus programs — Cooperative 
Education and Internships, the Jerusalem Center, the 
Nauvoo Study Program, Study Abroad, International 
Internships and the Washington Seminar — are currently 
housed in distinct locations on campus. 

Study Abroad Director Rodney B. Boynton disagrees 
with the Self-Study. He feels that separate housing for 
these programs is important and that combining them 
into one office would cause problems. 

“I believe that the consolidating of these programs 
needs to be studied more completely.” Boynton said. 
“On the surface there seem to be similar administrative 
activities but I believe that there are many issues that 
each of these programs confronts that would be weak- 
ened if we were removed from our current location and 
put in a location that is not available for easy access to 
the students.” 

Boynton said two issues from the Self-Study specifi- 
cally concern the Study Abroad Program. The first issue 
is whether the number of campus employees for the six 
off-campus programs should be cut from 11.5 to 7.5

“They suggested that combining these offices would be 
a better way to create a greater efficiency in managing 
these programs,’ Boynton said, “but many students are 
participating in off-campus programs each year and it is 
highly likely that an office of off-campus programs 
would have to be adequately staffed to meet their needs.”

Recommended changes for the center include changing

become an administrative unit with the College of 
Family, Home and Social Sciences; and cutting the num- 
ber of full-time employees from 14 to 6.5.

professor of economics at Wayne State 
University, “the proportion of women 
among persons admitted to the practice 
of law had increased each year from 3 
percent in 1968 to 33 percent in 1983. 
In 1986, 20 percent of full-time law 
school faculty were female, compared 
to 13.7 percent in 1980.” 

At BYU’s law school, at least three of 
the 30 full-time faculty are women, 


said Mary Hoagland, director of career services at the law 


school. Two of those women are deans. Of the 473 stu- 


dents in the law school, 144 are women. 

Many women lawyers have already made contributions 
to society, but in general, women still earn less than men 
do for equal work. 

In a presentation given at UVSC’s Women’s Conference 
Jan. 26, Cheryl Preston, a BYU law professor, quoted a 
Price-Waterhouse survey that showed “female lawyers at 
every level of seniority earn less than males. Between men 
and women with ten years of law experience, there is a 


$30,000 per year difference.”

Sister Okazaki 
speaks of triangle 
of leadership

Leadership as a triangle of learning, 
teaching and service was suggested 
by Sister Chieko Okazaki, first coun- 
selor of the Relief Society General 
Presidency, in the Wright Leadership 
Seminar on Thursday. 

A willingness to learn from others is 
the first side of leadership, she said. 

She related a recent learning experi- 
ence in Tonga, where “laughter and 
weeping with joy” occurred after 
Elder V. Dallas Merrell of the 
Seventy, his wife Karen, and Sister 
Okazaki were invited to dance with 
Tongan Ss aints. 

Refusing to dance would have been 
arrogant, she said. 

She said their respect for Tongan 
culture made teaching about leader- 
ship possible. 

Leadership is teaching, she said, 
which may mean sacrifice and even 
learning another language. 

Many hours were spent practicing 
and praying so she could speak with 
Korean Saints in their own language 
without a translator. 

She said she knew the Korean saints 
thought she would use a translator 
after her introductory remarks in a 
workshop she gave, but they were 
“leaning forward with their mouths 
open wide” when she continued in 
Korean. 

The greatest feeling was having the 
Korean Saints say, “You are like us,” 
she said. 

We are often good at serving people 
like ourselves, she said. 

She said if we are serious about 
serving Christ, we must serve those 
who are “the least among us,” includ- 
ing the least powerful and the least 
wealthy. 

“Service doesn’t have to be perfect 
to be perfectly beautiful,” she said. 

She said no one gives all the time, 
and no one serves all the time, but 
each of us has a great deal to teach 
church members. 

She asked for volunteers from the 
audience who had lived three months 
or more outside the country to speak 
briefly about what they had learned 
from others. 

Lisa Chapman, a returned mission- 
ary from the Tokyo North mission and 
a senior majoring in psychology, said 
she went to teach Christianity to a 
non-Christian nation and learned 
humility and true Christian service 
herself.

Stackhouse 
fined for fight

NEW YORK — Jerry Stackhouse, 
the Philadelphia 76ers’ rookie star, 
was suspended for two games and 
fined $7,500 by the NBA on 
Thursday for his fight with Utah’s 
Jeff Hornacek.

The Stackhouse-Hornacek incident 
occurred after Stackhouse was called 
for a flagrant foul as Hornacek drove 
to the basket 2:21 into the third peri- 
od. Stackhouse fouled Hornacek, 
who then turned to face the 76ers’ 
rookie. Stackhouse grabbed for 
Hornacek’s throat and face and then 
threw several punches that connect- 
ed. 

“I regret the whole situation; I was 
wrong, but it was just the heat of the 
moment,’ Stackhouse said. “I wish I 
could have it all back, but I can’t.”

DJs suspended - 
after prank in 
Denver mosque

DENVER — Three Denver disc 
jockeys were suspended from their 
radio station without pay after loudly 
playing the national anthem at a 
mosque, apparently in response to a 
Muslim basketball star’s protest 
against the anthem. 

KBPI’s Joey Teehan, Dean Meyers 
and Roger Beatty walked into the 
mosque Tuesday morning playing 
“The Star-Spangled Banner” on a 
trumpet and bugle. Teehan was wear- 
ing a turban and a T-shirt featuring 
Denver Nuggets player Mahmoud 
Abdul-Rauf. 

Station manager Jack Evans said the 
stunt was “an ill-conceived attempt at 
humor” as part of the radio station’s 
“Torture Tuesday” segment, in which 
Teehan has done such things as ski 
naked and sit in bowls of Froot 
Loops. The stunt was broadcast live 
and rebroadcast later. 

“The morning show used some very 
poor judgment,” Evans _ said 
Wednesday. The three “issue their sin- 
cerest apologies for the appearance of 
disrespect. Certainly none was intend- 
ed.” They were suspended indefinite- 
ly. 

At a news conference Thursday at 
the mosque, religious leaders from 
several denominations called for pros- 
ecution of the three on charges of 
trespassing and committing a reli- 
gious hate-crime. 

“We demand that the responsible 
individuals be prosecuted at the 
fullest extent of the law, and we 
expected the KBPI station to dismiss 
these employees instead of suspend- 
ing them without pay,” said a state- 
ment from the Colorado Muslim 
Society read by Mohammed Bashir. 

The Arapahoe County district attor- 
ney’s office had no immediate 
response. 

The Rev. Lucia Guzman of the 
Colorado Council of Churches said 
the radio hosts “made a mockery of 
this place and of all religion.” 

“When one of our faith communities 
is hurt, we are all hurt,” she said. 

The stunt was apparently triggered 
by the recent protest by Abdul-Rauf, 
who refused to stand for the anthem 
prior to National Basketball 
Association games. He was suspend- 
ed for one game last week, then rein- 
stated after he agreed to stand and 
pray during the anthem.

Army wants 
extremism 
out of ranks

WASHINGTON — To keep out 
white supremacist and other hate 
group influences, the Army should 
begin screening for extremist views 
and activities during recruitment and 
basic training, a U.S. Army task force 
said Thursday. 

The task force said it found minimal 
evidence of extremism in the ranks 
but found that many soldiers see ille- 
gal gang activity as a bigger threat to 
their security. 

In announcing the results of a two- 
month investigation of the prevalence 
of extremism in the service, Army 
Secretary Togo West said he was con- 
fident the problem was small. 

“Keeping extremists out of the 
Army is not a big problem,” he said at 
a news conference. 

Nevertheless, he said the Army 
would study how and whether recruits 
could be screened on their views 
toward extremism. “That will be a 
very touchy examination,’ West said, 
given the risk of infringing on First 
Amendment rights. 

West convened the task force of 
mostly Army officials to examine the 
extremism issue Army-wide after last 
December’s killing of a black couple 
in Fayetteville, N.C., home of Fort 
Bragg’s elite 82nd Airborne Division. 
Police said the three white soldiers 
charged in the killings had racial 
motives. 

Defense Secretary William Perry 
issued a statement praising the 
Army’s study. He said the other ser- 
vices had reviewed extremism and 
reached the same conclusions. 

“We must — and we will — make 
every effort to erase bigotry, racism 
and extremism from the military,” 
Perry’s statement said. 

The task force concluded that 
extremism in the Army is minimal, 
but it noted some related problems, 
including soldiers’ concern about vio- 
lent gang activity. It also said many 
soldiers reported “an undercurrent of 
subtle racism.” 

“Gang-related activities appear to be 
more pervasive than extremist activi- 
ties,” the task force reported. “Gangs 
are a significant security concern for 
many soldiers.” 

West said he was taking note of the 
concern about gang activity, but he 
was not ready to take any action. The 
presence of gangs, as well as the 
prevalence of white supremacist and 
other extremist groups on Army 
bases, are linked to efforts in recent 
years to make bases more open and 
barracks less regulated, West said.

Women want control over life, not perfect b

Some people exercise excessively 
and become human computers at cal- 
culating fat percentages, while living 
on a piece of gum and filling their 
days with food obsessions and nega- 
tive thoughts of themselves. While an 
outward obsession with body image 
seems to be the sole concern for 
women who have eating disorders, it 
is actually a way for many to cope 
with problems too difficult to handle. 

Harold A. Frost, Ph.D., specializes 
in treating eating disorders. He said 
women use eating disorders as a way 
of handling pain metaphorically 
through their bodies, rather than fac- 
ing the actual problem. 

“It becomes more meaningful for 
them to lose two pounds than deal 
with possible problems in their life,” 
he said. 

Any communication that leads 
women to believe they are flawed or 
defected can lead to an eating disor- 
der, Frost said. 

It can come from something as casu- 
al as a passing remark to more trau- 
matic experiences such as date rape or 
sexual abuse. 

“T’ve been in group therapy for five 
years, and I have never heard a girl 
say she did it because she wanted to 
be skinny. There is always another 
problem,” said Heather Anderson, a 
recovering anorexic from Orem. 


At BYU, where there is no excep- 
tion to the number of women who 
suffer from eating disorders, perfec- 
tionism and striving for 
achievement play a\strong 
role in eating disorders for 
college students, said 
Marleen Williams, a clini- 
cal psychologist and assis- 
tant professor of clinical 
services at BYU’s Counseling and 
Development Center. 

“It’s this idea that I have to be per- 
fect in all areas, my grades have to be 
good, my body has to look good, my 
grooming has to be particularly good 
— I have to succeed in everything I 
do in order to be an adequate person,” 
she said. 

Elizabeth, a recovering anorexic, 
came from an achievement-oriented 
family that seemed almost perfect. 
But when her parents suddenly sepa- 
rated during her senior year in high 
school, Elizabeth was unsure how to 
deal with the pressure, so she turned 
to the one place she could have 
absolute control: her body. 

“The only way I could regain con- 
trol in my life was to be thinner. If I 
was thinner I could choose my own 
destiny,” Elizabeth said. 

Anderson saw her eating disorder as 
her ‘little secret’ and as the one thing 
she had absolute control over because 
she would always have the last word 
in how much she ate. 

“For people with eating disorders, 
they have lost touch with their body, 
and eating is not about whether or not 
your body is hungry but how many 


Teacher-speech bill vetoed

Questioning the legal aspects of 
teachers’ rights and responsibilities, 
Gov. Mike Leavitt vetoed legislation 
Tuesday night that would restrain 
teachers’ speech. 

“I support the statement that was 
made in S$B246, but we cannot 
infringe on free speech,” Leavitt said. 

He promised to bring the bill back 
to Utah legislators at a special session 
April 17, said Vicki Varela, the gover- 
nor’s spokeswoman. 

The teacher-speech measure, spon- 
sored by Sen. Craig Taylor, a 
Republican from Kaysville, would 
have prohibited school employees and 
volunteers from encouraging, endors- 
ing or condoning illegal activities — 
namely sodomy. It would have 
applied to their private lives as well as 
to what they did in the classroom. 

“T am persuaded that in its present 
form the bill may have the effect of 
chilling free speech,” Leavitt wrote in 
a letter to Senate President Lane 
Beattie and House Speaker Mel 
Brown. 

Taylor said the bill was intended to 
keep gay and lesbian students from 
meeting at school and to discourage 
teachers from sponsoring those clubs.
